The product as claimed could be made by a materially different process such as 
one, which uses a lift-off process in combination with a patterned mask to form the 
patterned memory cells instead of the etching process, which is specifically recited by 
the applicant for forming the different sized memory cells on the device. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Should the applicant elect the method claims for prosecution on the merits, 
further election of species is required as detailed below. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:
